Her Knees Gave Way. 

Her knees gave way as she neared her 
seat and she was moening as she waa 
placed tn her chair. Her Nhttle son, 
Ned, Jr., aged #0, stood by his mother, 
patting her shoulder and trying to keep 
back his tears. 

Surprise number two came when the 
state called Mrs. Carmack as its first 
witness. She was almost carried to the 
witness stand, a raised platform, by her 
*kineman, Frank Lander, who succeeded 
her husband as editor of The Tennes- 
sean. Her little boy accompanied her, 
and caressed her cheek as she sat sob 
bing and mvaning. A few queetions were 
asked ner, but she became hysterical 
and was excused. She was not in Nash- 
. ville at the time the tragedy happened 
anyhow, and had no direct knowledge of 
its causes. 

Sensation No. 3 followed Mrs. Car- 
mack’s leaving the stand. As Mr. Lan- 
der and her sister half carried the 
fainting, sobbing, little woman to her 
chair, Ned Carmack turned squarely to- 
wards where the defendants sat, and 
fixed upon them a look as full of hatred 
as it is possible to imagine. 

Mrs. Eastman Star Witness. 

Next came the testimony of Mrs. 
Eastman, the star witness for the state 
and one of—if not the only—eye- witness 
of the slaying. Mrs. Eastman is nearly 
sixty years old. Her hair is snow- 
white, but her features are pose of a 
girl; her complexion is t/ envy of 
mamy belles, and she is slender, grace- 
ful and active. 

When called wpon to do so. she seized 
the revolver said to have been found 
Mear the dead editor's body. and re- 
enacted the tragedy. Every action, 
every gesture, every tone of voice, from 
entreaty to bitter arraignment, from 
denunciation to appeal, was a duplica- 
tion of what occurred upon that No- 
vember afternoon, until, when she had 
finished, her breathless, spell-tbound 
audience seemed to feel that it had 
witnessed the tragedy, and at least one 
@pectator ibroke into applauce. 
> Just as she began to testify, someone 
turned an electric switch. From the 
great chandelier suspended above her, 
and from the border lights on the wal]! 
around the bench, a score of electric 
lamps blazed out. 

She Rehearsed the Tragedy. 

Mrs. Eastman was on her feet, black- 
clad and agile. She pushed back the 
chair, and On the raised platform imi- 
tated in every detail the movements @& 
the principals in the tragedy. Her 
cross-examination was severe, but she 
held her own, smiling and calm, forc- 
ing even the defense’s attorneys to 
tacitly admit that every question put to 
her only strengthened her testimony. 
So they excused her graciously, and she 
left the stand, with a graceful bow to 
the court and attorneys, to hasten to 
‘the side of the widow of Carmack. 

At 8 a. m., the doors were opened and 


in orderly procession the first comers 
were permitted to enter. When the

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SHOT 10 DEATH 


Forrest Called Out and 
Killed by Bert Cain. 


As Officer Walked Out of the 
Hotel He Was Fired on by 
Cain—Cain Is Son of Former 
Chief of Police—Cain Is Un- 
der Arrest. — 


Cordele, Ga., February !6.—Chief of 
Police W. H. Forrest was instantly 
killed tonight at 9:30 o’clock by Bert 
Cain. Cain at once surrendered to 
Sheriff Ward and was lodged in the 
county jail. 

In the presence of a number of 
traveling salesmen, in a local hotel 
lobby, Cain called the officer from the 
building and began firing upon him as 
soon as they had cleared the veranda. 

The first shot went wild; the second 
shot struck the officer squarely over 
the heart, going through the body. 
The officer is survived by a widow aad 
two children. 

Cain is a well-known young business 
man, 25 years of age. 

With Bert Cain, when he shot Chief 
Forrest was Charlie Cain, brother of 
the slayer. 

Charlie and Bert Cain are sons of 
ex-Chief of Police Cain, who held the 
office for many ‘years, having only re- 
cently been defeated by Forrest for the 
office.

Sacramento, Cal., February !6.—An wun- 
availing attempt was made today in the 
lower house of the legislature to ac- 
complish, by amendment to a_ school 
bill, the segregation of Japanese pupils 
in the public schools.

ONE-HALF OF NAVY 
FOR THE PACIFIC 


Senate Wants the Western 
Coast Well Guarded. 


Amendment Agreed To Re- 
questing the President to 
Keep at Least One-Half of 
the Navy in the Waters of 
the Pacific. 


Washington, February (6.—The naval 
appropriation bill was under considera- 
t'on in the senate throughout today. 
An amendment was adopted, which will 
have the effect, if it is accepted by 
the house, of restoring the marine 
corps on board all battleships and 
armored cruisers, in accordance with 
the practice of the navy prior to the 
president's order removing them from 
the ships. 

An extended criticism was made by 
Senator Dixon, of Montana, of the 
method of having a large number of 
navy yards along the Atlantic coast. 
He took the ground that the work 
could be more economically done in a 
smaller number of places. 

After being in session for five hours 
the senate toak agrecess until 8 o'clock 
tonight. 

Half of Navy For Pacific. 

At the night session the bill was fur- 
ther considered in committee on te 
whole. An amendment was adopted di- 
recting that in the discretion of the 
president, half of the entire naval fleet 
should ‘be kept on the Pacific coast. 

As introduced originally the division 
of the navy was mandatory. 

Mr. Flint said he understood that the 
people of the Atlantic coast did not care 
for the fleet and the pedple on the 
Pacific did. 


“Would half of the fleet on the Pacific 
coast Keep the Japanese out of Califor- 
nia?’ asked Genator Nelson. 

“T think so,” replied Mr. Flint. Ure- 
ing the adoption of the provision, Mr. 
Fulton declared that there are great in- 
terests on the Pacific coast which need 
protection and titat there is more danger 
of attacks being made on that coast 
than on the Atlantic seaboard. 

At Mr. Hale’s suggestion the provision 
was amended so as to leave the question 
of the division to the secretary of the 
navy, and. later this was amended at 
Mr. Bacon's suggestion so as to give the 
discretion to the president. 

Reducing Size of New Ships. 

The bill was re,jprted to the senate, 
Mr. Lodge reserving for further consid- 
eration amendments relating to the 
marine conps being kept on board naval 
vessels, and providing for a reduction to 
21,000 tons each in the size of the two 
battleships authorized by the act. 

Senator la Follette offered an amend- 
ment for the appointment of a commis- 
sion to consider what navy yards and 
naval stations should be retained a8 
naval tases and which should be dis- 
pensed with. 

On a point of order by Mr. Clay the 
amendment providing for a commission 
to examine into the business methods otf 
the navy department was stricken out. 
This commission had been inconporated 
in the bill at the request of the secre- 
tary of the navy and it was anticipated 
under its recommendations the bureau 
system in the navy would receive its 
death blow. 

Some opposition to the provision ex- 
isted on that account. 

At 10:55 p. m. the senate adjourned un- 
til 11 o’clodk tomorrow, when discussion 
of the bill will be resumed.

OPER PARLAMENT

Legislation Forecasted Largely 
Social in Character — Police 
Out in Force to Prevent Out- 
break of the Unemployed. 


London, February !6.—A greater crowe 
than usual gathered at Westminster to- 
day for the estate opening of parliament 
by King Edward, who was accompanied 
to the function by Queen Alexandra, the 
prince and princess of Wales, and other 
members of the royal family. 

A day of bright sunshine and the fact 
that this was the first public appearance 
of the king and queen since their re- 
turn from Berlin were largely respone!i- 
ble for the outpouring of the people, who 
lined the route to Buakingham palace 
and gave the sovereigns an enthusias- 
tlc greeting as they passed in proces- 
Sion with an escort of the guard to the 
house of parliament. 

Another and a greater crowd assembléd 
in the immediate vicinity of St. Stephens. 
These people were curious to see what 
would be the outcome of the threats 
made ‘by the unemployed and the woman 
suffragists to indulge in demonstrations. 
The police at this point were out in 
force and ready to cope with any dis- 
turba'ince. As urgent whips had been 
issued by the leaders of both houses, 
there were only a few absentees. 

The house of lords, when their majes- 
ties appeared, was filled with peers and 
peeresses, members of the house of com- 
mons, diplomats and other representa- 
tives of the official and social life of 
London. Among the latter was the new- 
est American peeress, the Countess OT 
Granard, who was Miss Beatrice Mills, 
of New York. 

Ambassador Reid and J. Ridgely Car- 
ter, secretary of the American embassy, 
were in the diplomatic section. 

King Edward's apeech from the throne 
contained no surprises and as had been 
anticipated, the projected legislation, 
forecasted by his majesty, is largely so- 
cial in character. 

After mentioning the continued anxiety 
concerning the situation in Persia and 
the imperative demand “for the introduc- 
tion of representative institutions in that 
country,’ the king said:

The Mexican government has sub- 
scribed an annual stake of $25,000 for 
this event.

WasMnegton, February 1!6.—(Special.)— 
The amazing inattention to the profita- 
ble industry of dairying in the south, 
and the best means to build up that in- 
dustry and make it pay, are shown in 
a pamphlet just issued by the depart- 
ment of agriculture. The bulletin is! 
based upon the work of the three em- 
ployees of the dairy division in fifty 
leading cities of the thirteen southern 
states. 

The investigators report that dairying 
is not receiving the attention it should 
In many cases neglect on part of dairy- 
men and filthy methods of producing 
and handling dairy products, have been 
a menacing source of disease. In other 
cases even conscientious dairymen have 
not made the profit they should, _ be- 
cause of fgnorance and inattention, 

Photographs are inserted in the report 
to show the practice of some dairy 
farmers who run a small home dairy, of 
leaving the dairying utensils out in the 
yard to sun and air, but not protecting 
them from the chickens and the pigs. 
These photographs explain the existence 
of poverty on so many southern dairy 
farms and the reason why nearly $23,- 
000,000 annually are sent outside of the 
southern states for dairy products. 

If the southern farmers would 
themselves in position to supply 
need, it is estimated that they 
derive an additional profit from their 
farms annually of $14,000,000. This 
profit now goes to northern and west- 
ern states for cream, butter, cheese and 
condensed milk. Of course, nearly all 
the milk consumed in the south is pro- 
duced in the neighborhood in which it 
is consumed. 

The number of cows of good breed 
that would be needed to supply the 
need of the southern consumers, is ese | 
timated to be 184,559. The dairy ex- 
perts figure that it would cost $8,305,155 
to maintain these cows, leaving to the 
dairymen the profit indicated above. 

Atlanta’s Milk Inspection Squad. 

In noting the improvement in sanitary 
dairies, brought about mainly by mu- 
nicipa] ordinances requiring inspection, 
there is included in this pamphlet a 
photograph of the uniformed milk in- 
spection corps of Atlanta. The statement 
is made that ‘the radical ordinances 
recently adopted have greatly improved 
the city’s milk suppiy.”” The Atlanta 
law, whicbp is approved by the dairy ex- 
perts, provides: 

All milk shall be strained as soon as 
milked. 

All milk must be offered for sale as 
milked from the cows, and shal! not 
be passed through cream separators, 
or other apparatus other than strainers 
for the purpose of removing manure,

All milk shall be marketed as

dairymen can reduce the cost of produc- 
tlon very materially by keeping. cows 
better adapted tor market-milk produc- 
tion by studying economy of labor, and 
by using more cheap home-grown feeds 
suitable for milk production.

Improvements For the Future. 
In regard to future improvements, 
Major Hanson says:

These improvements cannot be 
made until investors are convfiiced that 
it can pay the interest on new issues 
of bonds which it will be necessary to 
sell in order to provide money for im- 
provement purposes.

It is declared that some 
dairies are now making butter almost, 
if not quite equal, to the best creamery 
butter. It is stated that such butter is 
now being supplied in Atlanta, Macon, 
Augusta, Columbia, 8S. C., and Birming- 
ham, Ala., in limited quantities. 

Renovated Butter. 

Butter which cannot be promptly sold 
country merchants, the report 
states, is shipped to commission men 
in the larger cities. By the time it 
reaches them it is usually quite rancid 
as the result of not having been prop- 
erlv washed when ft was churned. 
This butter, which sells as low as 7 
cents a pound, is shipped to the reno- 
vating factories. 

It must be reca‘led that the quantity 
of butter produced in the south is not 
nearly sufficient to the demand, and 
muc what is produced is treated by 
these renovating factories before it is 
sold. It is charged in the report that 
some des®ers palm off this renovated 
butter#on customers as “creamery”

Of 
the southern states which manufacture 
large amounts of ice cream, Memphis 
leads. One factory in that city ships 
out 3,000 gallons a day in the summer 
season. Georgia cream is shipped as 
far away as Florida points.

SOUTH’S OPPORTUNITY IN THE TARIFF FIGHT. 

tn the coming revision of the tariff, soon to be undertaken /by congress 
—— lin extraordinary session, it is self-evident that the primary basis of legis- 
lative action controlled by the majority is going to be, as it has always 
‘been, under like conditions and circumstances, the same old republican 
doctrine of protéction ‘and plenty of it. 

, Nevertheless there is, we believe, opportunity for the south to share 
more favorably and equitably in the advantages which may accrue through 
revision than it has ever done in the past, if its representatives will shape 
their fight upon a business basis.rather than one purely of ‘obstruction. 

in the first place it should be understood that the south is as relent- 
lessly as ever opposed to the republican policy of trust and monopoly pro- 
tection. It believes this policy to be extreme and wrong, and it will 
persevere in that opposition, 

There is, therefore, no suggestion of compromise with principle, or laying 
down of arms. 

The minority in congress, composed chiefly of the southern delega- 
tions, has pursued so long its fishwife methods that when opportunity comes 
to derive something -of ‘substantial advantage for this section it finds itself 
hampered in its efforts by its record. 

Southern representatives will, as they should, stand ‘unalterably opposed 
to the republican: doctrine of protection; but once it is established as the 
inexorable policy of the nation they can, without surrender of conviction 
or sacrifice of principle, abandon shrewish tactics and direct their efforts to 
so shaping the new tariff measure that the south will get, as she has not 
done in the past, some of the benefits rather than all of the disadvantages 


of tariff legislation. 


as the settled national policy, they should cease to sulk and go into the 
fight upon a business basis, demanding at every turn those things which 
will be of advantage to the farmer, the manufacturer, the merchant and 
the consumer of the south. 

Ninety per cent of what the south buys is protected; ninety per cent of 
what the south seils, it sells upon an unprotected basis.

Can it be doubted that the fault lies in a persistent and unreasoning 
Obstruction which makes little or no impression upon the republican ‘steam 
roller, but hurls ruthlessly away whatever opportunity might otherwise 
present itself to secure some recognition of southern agricultural and indus- 
trial rights? 

The time has come when the southern representatives in congress should 
abandon this losing game; the people expect and demand it—not that they 
should abate one jot in devotion to principle, but that they should cease 
to let false estimates and ideas of principle continue to hang as a millstone 
about the neck of southern commercialism and trade. 

We may continue to insist that protection in the degree that repub- 
licanism clings to and fosters it, is radically wrong, but knowing that -it 
is to be the unchanged and unchangeable policy of the government~ at 
least for four more years to come, the thing to do is to seek wherein it 
may be turned to the advantage of the people of the south and—turn it. 

Southern representatives may consistently pursue this course, demand- 
ing equalization, as far as possible, in tariff schedules wherein the south 
Shail be given a :quere deal. 

It needs no argument to convince that the Dingley tariff was made 
primarily for the advantage of the east, the north and the west; in its

i Unquestionably, the most important immediate measure is that which 
ilooks to the substitution of cotton for jute in covering and shipping the 
jsouth’s staple. The tarmers and merchants of the south now pay tremen- 
dous and unnecessary tribute to the jute trust upon every bale leaving 
the ginnery for domestic or foreign consumption. 

Cotton is as good a wrapping as jute. It is cheaper. It weighs less 
and will reduce the allowance for tierce, which diminishes the amount the 
farmer gets for a bale sometimes by fifty pounds. If we are toehave any 
sort of alleged “protection” of infant or domestic industries, it looks as 
though that stimulating salve might be applied in this one instance, which 
would mean millions in the pockets of the poorest-paid producers of the 
country. 

iKtforts are also under way to induce the federal departments to specify 
cotton in all contracts involving wrapping, cording, certain clothing and 
other supplies. President Roosevelt, President-elect Taft, Secretary of 
War Luke Wright and the commissary and quartermaster gengrals’ divisions 
have agreed to cooperate toward this end. 

The packing companies, the sugar and salt manufacturers and other 
industries have demonstrated a willingness to take a hand in the move- 
iment. Other government departments and national industries could do so 
at saving to themselves and incalculable profit to the farmer.

KEEP CLOSETO CURB 


Some of the Road Rules 
Are Not Clearly Un- 
derstood. 


There seems to still be a little trouble 
in regard to some of the road ruies 
governing the movement of vehicles in 
the city limits. The rules which are 
causing discussion are the three amend- 
ments to the road-rule ordinance intro- 
duced by Alderman Grant and approved 
on February 4, of this year. One Of 
these rules provides that slow-moving Or 
standing vehicles must keep near to the 
sidewalk cur’> on the right of the street, 
and it is being urged that the owners of 
vehicles should be carefu] to give full 
and explicit instructions to those who 
are left in charge of such vehicles. 

The three rules in the amendment Dy 
Alderman Grant are as follows: 

Rule 6. Slow moving or standing vehicles 
must not only keep to tne right, but near 
the curb, so as to permit other vehicles to 
overtake and pass them. 

Rule 7. In overtaking a street car, pass 
it on the right. If there is not sufficient 
space to pasg the car on the right, follow 
the car until there is space on the right. 

Rule 8. No street car shall stand so as to 
obstruct passage of vehicles in legal way 
longer than necessary to take on and let off 
passengers. ;

EncouragingReportsMade 
at Fruit Exchange. 


At the Next Meeting Manager 
Fleming Will Submit Reports 
on Various Markets and 
Commission Merchants. 


The present cold snap is greatly aid- 
ing the coming peach crop of Georgia, 
according to the report secured at the 
monthly meeting of the Georgia Fruit 
Exchange directors, in the Fourth Na- 
tional] Bank building, yesterday. 

Each director reported the condition 
of the orchards in his section and the 
result was that this near-freeze would 
retard the peach trees from blooming 
prematurely and woy!ld, for that 
reason, help the coming crop. 

President Bagley submitted his 
monthly report sto the _ directorate, 
showing that over 85 per cent. of the 
coming crop had been pledged to the 
exchange, which means that over 5,000 
of the 6,000 cars, the annual Georgia 
peach crop, would be sold through the 
exchange, rather than independently as 
heretofore. 

Manager Fleming, of the Georgia 
Fruit Exchange, reported the progress 
he had made in securing through rates 
to interior citles where the peach trade 
had never penetrated, directly, before. 
He presented a large amount of cor- 
respondence with the various railroads 
of the state showing their co-operation 
with this project. At the next meeting 
Mr. Fleming is to have prepared aad 
ready for submission the various 
markets to which fruit is to be con- 
signed and the eommission men 


be sold.

library board yesterday afternoon at 5:30 
o'clock, to hear the report of the special! 
committee appointed at the last meeting

J. W. Van Cleave, of St. Louis, presi- 
dent of the National Association of 
Manufacturers, who was made the per- 
manent chairman of the gathering, 
aroused the first enthusiasm, (by assert- 
ing that the tariff must be taken out ot 
partisan politics, and Congressman Fow- 
ler, of New Jersey, who is sponsor the 
Beveridge commission bill, now before 
congress, caused a demonstration when 
he asserted that the tariff must cease 
to be the football of political parties.

MAKES NEW RECORD 


Market Was Weak at Open- 
ing, but the Final Prices 
Were Higher. 


Chicago, February 16.—Wheat rallied 
from a weak opening today, and ad- 
vanced to a new high record mark for 
the season for the May delivery, the 
best price being %!.14 1-2. At the close 
prices were 3-8c to 1!-2c above final 
quotations of the previous day. Corn, 
oats and provisions also closed strong. 

The slump in wheat prices at the 
Start was due to a decline of {-2d to 
5-8d in the price of wheat at Liverpool, 
and to the favorabie weather condi- 
tions in this country for the fall-sown 
crop, heavy snows ‘being reported over 
a large section, including the Ohio river 
valley. There was considerable selling 
for short account on opening transac- 
tions, and initial quotations were un- 
changed to 3-8@i-2c below esterday’s 
chose, During the first hour trade was 
quiet, and prices held fairly steady at 
the line, Toward the middle of the 
session, however, more activity was 
manifested following moderate pur- 
chases by the leading buils. The de- 
mand by the big holders brought out 
numerous buying orders from _ the 
smaller shorts, which caused a strong 
rally, prices advancing about it from 
the low point of the day. The market 
continued firm the balance of the ses- 
sion, and closed with prices near the 
best mark of,the day. Final quotations 
on May were $1.14 {1-8@i-4, and on 
July $1.00 1-2, 

Decreased offerings of corn from the 
country, owing to unfavorable weather 
for the movement, had a bullish effect 
on the corn market. The May delivery 
was relatively stronger than the more 
distant months, as many traders were 
inclined to buy the May option and to 
sell the July and September deliveries. 
At the close, prices were 5-8 to 7-8@ 
Ic above the previous close, with May 
at 65 5-8@3-4c, and July at 65c. 

Oats for May delivery sold here today 

at 53 7-8c per bushel, the highest price 
for the season. The market was strong 
all day, chiefly because of the unfavora- 
ble weather for the movement, which 
materially curtailed receipts.
